"Hold  Me"  was 
buoyed  by  alumni  members  of 
the  Workshop.  Emmons  ex- 
plained. to  give  undergradu- 
ates a chance  to  spend  the 
summer  working  with  more 
experienced  actors. 

“Hold  Me"  went  the  gamut 
of  emotions.  Anyone  who  has 
read  the  Feiffcr  comic  or 
rather  tragic  strip,  knows  that 
he  regularly  examines  the 
futility  and  joy  of  life,  love  and 
frustration.  And  so.  in  a 
wonderfully  combined  series 
of  sketches,  the  Drama  Work- 
shop portrayed  the  continuing 
saga  of  the  human  condition. 

The  modern  human  condi- 
tion. that  is.  for  no  matter  how 
normal  a character  attempted 
to  be.  a neurotic  side  sneaked 
out  — sometimes  foiling, 
sometimes  offering  success  to 
the  particular  protagonist.  For 
instance,  the  search  for  self, 
for  me-ness.  seemed  a con- 
stant quest  of  the  characters. 
Freedom  was  sought  by  get- 
ting a divorce  and  partying, 
beauty  was  sought  behind  a 
series  of  masks,  and  social 
success  was  gained  only  with 
the  aid  of  a self-serving  ma- 
chine. 

Perhaps  the  most  poignant 
message  from  the  production 


own  way.  As  she  releases  her 
strangle  hold  on  him  and 
starts  to  walk  off  to  live,  her 
own  life,  he  becomes  startled 
and  worried.  "Hold  me."  he 
begs  her  as  he  runs  after  her.
